WASHINGTON, May 22.—The Supreme 
Court*today reversed the Tennessee Fed- 
era] Court which refused to confiscate, 
on petition of the Government, # barrels 
of coca cola as violating the Federal 
pure food law and sent the case back 
for presentation to a jury to determine 
whether caffeine contained in coca cola 
is injuries to health. 

Justice Hughes, for the unanimous 
court, held the Tennessee courts had 
erred in deciding that no poisonous ar- 
ticles could be added to a proprietary 
food, composed of ingredients brought 
together within the meaning of the pure 
food law, which declares to be adulterat- 
ed any product with “added poisonous 
or injurious ingredient.” 

Justice Hughes held the provisions cf 
the statute were somewhat incongruous, 
but that it was evident ‘‘added’’ meant 
“artificially introduced.”’ 

“It is’ evident that Congress did not 
intend to give immunity from the law 
to proprietary foods to contain poisons 
merely by reason of the choice of some 
formula or name,” said the Justice.

LONDON, May 22.—The success of the 
Central Control Board in reducing drink- 
ing in England. Scotland ani Wales 
since the board's inauguration in June, 
1915, is strikingly shown in the second 
report, made by its chairman, Lord 
D’Abernon. 

The report shows that the efforts of 
the board has resulted tn a reduction of 
the average weekly number of convic- 
tions for drunkenness in England and 
Wales from 2034 in 1914 to an average of 
$40 for last March. In Scotland the aver- 
age has been reduced from 14% in 1914 to 
74 for March.

Langhorne’s Troops Able to Care For

EL PASO, Tex., May 22.—Maj. George

army officers here say, whatever con- 

dition arises, and no alarm is felt be- 

‘ cause of the reports that his little force 

of invaders is surrounded by a band 
of Yaquis, 90 miles below the border. 

The report of his difficulty was 

brought to the railroad at Marathon by 

a truck driver, who said he had it 

from a messenger who had reached the 

border. Four troops of cavalry are be- 
ing disposed so as to be able to go to 
his assistance should the report prove 


true. Two of these troops are from 
the Sixth and two from the _ Four- 
teenth. 


The report said that several hundred 
Yaquis had surrounded Langhorne’s 
command, but there was no rumor of an 
attack on him. It is considered doubtful 
in Juarez whether there are enough 
Yaquis in that section of Mexico to cause 
much trouble. The Yaquis’ home is on 
the west coast, clear across the states of 

- Chihuahua and Sonora, and the de facto 

Government has been constantly en- 
deavoring to get them all back there. 
Thousands of them followed Villa, but 
since his disappearance as national lead- 
er, those in the field have shown an in- 
clination to accept the de facto Gov- 
-ernment. Those which have joined the 
army of the present Government are 
regarded as Obregonistas and he is the 
only Carranza General in whom they 
have great confidence. 

If Yaquis have surrounded Langhorne 
it is probable that they are wandering 
bands of former Villistas. The Yagquis 
are generally accepted as the best soi- 
diers in Mexico.

PARIS, May 22.—Corporal Kiffen 
Rockwell of Atlanta, Ga., a member of 
the Franco-American flying corps, has 
been proposed for promotion to sergeant 
as a reward for bringing down a Ger- 
man aeroplane near Hartmans-Weiler- 
kopf May 18. He will be decorated with 
the military medal. 

Corporal Victor Chapman of New York 
has been proposed for promotion to ser- 
geant for his pursuit of a German ma- 
chine that flew over the aviation camp 
seeking revenge for Corporal Rockwell's 
exploit. ° 


Thaw Has Been Cite 
Lieut. William K. Thaw of Pietsbewe 


is proposed for citation for pursuing a 
second German machine from the camp, 
continuing the flight at close range un- 
til his machine gun jammed. Lieut. 
Thaw also is credited with forcing down 
another German machine, probably to 
destruction, but it has been impossible 
to verify this officially. 

Corporal Rockwell engaged his oppon- 
ent at close quarters. He swooped down 
upon the German aeroplane, facing ma- 
chine gun fire as he approached. He 
waited until he was within 30 yards of 
the German machine and then opened 
fire. At his fifth shot the gunner of the 
German machine tossed up his hands 
and fell over on the pilot, who also was 
crumpled up as the machine began to 
plunge downward, in flames, to the Ger- 
man trenches near Uffholz. After it 
crashed to the ground, it continued to 
burn. 


Turned Sharp Incline. 
Corporal Rockwell was compelled to 


turn at a sharp incline to avoid a col- 
lision with the German aeroplane. He 
did not see the German machine strike 
the ground, but that fact was reported 
by artillery observers. 

Two German aeroplanes flew over the 
F'ranco-American camp on the following 
day and dropped a bomb which exploded 
within 10 yards of the machines, but 
caused no damage. Corporal Chapman 
and Lieut. Thaw took to the air and the 
Germans fled. One escaped in the haze. 
Lieut. Thaw caught the other at a 
height of 3200 yards and exchanged sev- 
eral volleys at close range. Then his 
gun jammed and he was obliged to de- 
sist.

With Root.

Justice Hughes. Their plan will take 
the form of a letter bearing the signa- 
tures of several state delegations, whe. 
while cheering for the Justice, have in 
view plans that do not contemplate his 
nomination for which there are daily in- 
creasing demands all over the cuuntry. 

This letter, a draft of which was re- 
cently made here and is now bei«g ‘‘ed- 
ited"’ by men of influence in various 
parts of the nation, will be addressed 
to—and presumably received by—not 
only the Justice but by every other 
man who has been indorsed by delegates 
to the nominating convention. ‘ 

It will be uniform in both phrase and 
substance and will be justified on the 
ground that the delegates have a right 
to know whether a man they are asked 
to vote for personally sanctions the pre- 
sentation of his name. 

The question to be put to Hughes, Col. 
Roosevelt and the other men whose 
names have figured in speculation as 
to the prospective nominee will be 
whether the use of his name is agree- 
able to him; whether if nominated for 
the office of President he will accept 
the honor. 

The projectors of the innovation, 
which, by the way, originated in the 
resourceful brain of a Middle Western 
leader, active in promoting the move- 
ment to hold off the nomination of Col. 
Roosevelt, plan to dispatch their com- 
munication about June 1 to all of the 
men who at the present time are known 
to be aspirants for the presidential nom- 
ination—Burton, Sherman,’ Fairbanks, 
Cummins, La Follette, Weekes, Root 
and Ford. 

The men whose names also figure in

The ostensible purpose of the 
letter is to put on record = all 
the men who may be voted for; 
the real purpose of it of course is 
to “smoke out” Hughes. The Justice 


has refused to be “smoked out’ so far 
and many ingenious attempts to probe 
his mind h:.ve been made. 

The assent of the Justice will probably 
not mean that the leaders will declare 
themselves for him. There is every rea- 
son to believe it wili have the contrary 
effect, because many of the men who 
evolved the plan to “smoke out’’ the 


Justice do not really want him 1 any more 
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Having convinced themselves that they 
have “killed off’ the Colonel with 
Hughes, it is highly probable that they 
will try to “kill off’ Hughes with Root, 
who seems to engage most of their at- 
tention at present. Whether they can do 
so remains to be seen. It is thé opinion 
of many of the leaders that the Hughes 
movement has got beyond control and 
that the nomination of the Justice is in- 
evitable. 

Reports made to National Chairman 
F-‘lles last Thursday when a number of 
leacers, including Murray Crane of 
Massachusetts, William Barnes of this 
State and a number of others conferred 
here, indicated ‘‘surprising sentiment for 
Root, even more than for Hughes.’’

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DR.JWOD WITH 
TEN AIDS BEGINS 
SCHOOL SURVEY 


10 More ‘Specialists to Be Added 
Later; Work to Be Com- 
pleted by August. 


The survey of the public school sys- 
tem of St. Louis, for which the Board 
of Education recently appropriated $10,- 
000, was begun this morning by 10 spe- 
clalists under the direction of Dr. 
Charles Hubbard Judd, director of the 
School of Education of the University 
of Chicago. 

Seven specialists will be added within 

a few days, and the latter part of June 
three others will begin work. A report, 
Dr. Judd said, might be expected the 
latter part of July. 

The work will be described in detail, 
comparisons will be made with the wor 
of schools in other cities and of differ 
ent St. Louis schools, and suggestions 
will be offered as to changes. 

One of the Important features of the 
survey will be an inv of the 
distribution of the finances of the Board 
of Education. Dr. Judd said _ there 
would be no audit of finances, but that 
that part fo the investigation would 
only go to determine whether the money 
was distributed on a sound basis and 
to the best advantage. 

The inquiry into the cost and construc- 
tion of school buildings in relation to 
their applicability to school work will

Young Woman’s Memory Leads 
to His Arrest; Had Returned 
to Scene of Crime.

STOCKHOLM, Sweden, May %.—Leon- 
ard Rudolph Alexander Gyllenpalm, a 
member of one of the oldest families in 
Sweden—a family knighted in the seven- 
teenth century and registered in the 
*Riddarhus,” or Swedish House of No- 
bles—has confessed to the double mur- 
der which recently occurred in one of 
the branch banks of Stockholm, and 


brutality and mystery of the crime. The 
manager of the bank was found with a 
hatchet in his skull and a woman clerk 
was shot dead. 

The chance capture of Gyllenpalm and 
his own cold-blooded story of the crime 
have made thrilling reading for the 
Swedish people. His Nemesis worked 
in the person of a young Swedish wom- 
an with a good memory for faces. She 
had seen the nobleman emerge from the 
bank, and though she did not then know 
of any murder having been committed, 
she noticed there was something strange 
about his manner. When she herself 
‘had entered the bank’ she found the 
bodies of the manager and the woman 
clerk, and then realized that .the man 
she had seen hurrying from the place 
must have been the murderer. She de- 
scribed the man to the police as best she 
could, but the detectives made abso- 
lutely no headway until, more than a 
fortnight afterward, the same young 
lady passed the murderer on the street. 
She thought she recognized him but was 
not sure. With a girl companion she 
followed the man several] blocks until 
they fell in with a policeman to whom 
the girl told her suspicions, and the of- 
ficer decided to arrest him. 

Confesses After Two Days. 

The nobleman at first denied all 
knowledge of the crime, but after he 
had been held for two days, an analysis 
of some spots oh his clothes and shoes 
that they were stains of 
human blood and when confronted with 
this evidence Gyllenpalm confessed. He 
said he was in desperate need of money 
and had planned the crime weeks ahead, 
He only intended, however, to kill the 
branch manager, thinking no one else 
would be at the bank at the time. He 
carried the hatchet in a leather port- 
folio, or lawyer’s brief case. He was 
surprised to see the woman clerk and 
followed his first impulse to shoot. Hav- 
ing committed the double murder, he be- 
came alarmed and fled without secur- 
ing any money whatever. 

Direct from the scene he went to a 
restaurant a few blocks away and 
joined a party of friends at a midday 
breakfast, eating a hearty meal and 
drinking several glasses of wine. That 
afternoon the newspapers were full of 
the accounts of the mysterious murder. 
Gyllenpalm, however, moved about 
among his friends without the slightest 
evidence that he was more than ordi- 
narily stirred by the news. He had din- 
ner downtown with a friend and when 
the meal was finished he suggested a 
walk around to the bank to see where 
such an atrocious murder had been com- 
mitted. There was a crowd of the mor- 
bidly curtous about the door, which was 
guarded by a policeman. Gylienpalm, in 
his confession, told how, while he was 
standing there in the crowd about the 
bank, someone remarked: 

“It is a curious thing, but a murderer 
always returns to the scene of his 
crime.”’ .— 

Talks With Policeman. 
Gylienpalm said that upon hearing 
this he gave way at the knees and al- 
most sank to the sidewalk, but his 
friends had thought he merely slipped. 
When he had recovered his equilibri- 
um Gyllenpalm asked the policeman if 
he thought the murderer would ba 
caught. 

“Yes,’’ replied the office:, -“‘if he is 
fool enough to try to leave the city. 
We have everything watched. If he 
stays in town, though, it will be more 
difficult.” , 

“IT decided to stop in town,” said Gyl- 
lenpalm in his confession. 

Always fond of cafe and restaurant 
life, the murderer did not alter his 
course of living in any way. But evi- 
dently he began to worry, for after a 
week had elapsed he cabled to his fa- 
ther in Russia for funds to carry him 
to that country. This money which 
might have enabled him to escape to 
complete safety for the rest of his days 
arrived in Stockholm the morning after 
hig arrest. 

By reason of his nobility of birth, 
Gyllenpalm can choose that he be put 
to death with the sword instead of the 
more ‘plebeian blade of the guillotine. 
Such is his inalienable prerogative.

military bills which became a law when 
Gov. Whitman signed it last week. 

The law gives the Governor power to 
order a draft, which is t> bo made up 
of able-bodied citizc.1s of the State be- 
tween ‘the ages of 18 and 4, for the 
National Guard at any time to bring it 
or any of its detachments up to full 
strength. 

This is one of the most. significant 
preparedness measures yet taken and 
advocates of plans to better the mill- 
tary condition of the country are much 
in favor of it. 


Compulsory Military Traini ag 
Another significant measure which be- 


came a law last week with the Gover- 
not’s signature was the Slater bill, 
which provides for compulsory military 
training for all boys between the ages 
of 16 and 19, except those who are res- 
ularly employed in earning a livelihood. 
Provision is also made for the physica! 
training of all school children above 8 
years of age up to 16. 

The compulsory military training law 
has many advccates and opponents as 
well. Some of the private school prin- 
cipals are opposed to the measure and 
they are now eager to have a look at 
the bill in order to become familiar with 
its exact requirements. 

The law reads as follows relative to 
compulsory military training: 

“After the first day of September, 1916, 
all boys above the age of 16 and not 
over 19, except boys exempted by the 
committee, shall be given military train- 
ing as the commission may prescribe for 
periods aggregating not more than three 
hours in each week during the school 
or college year, in the case of boys who 
are pupils in public or private schools 
or colleges and for periods not exceed- 
ing those above stated between Sept. 1 
of each year and June 16 next ensuing, 
in case of boys who are not pupils, but 
anybody who is regularly and lawfully 
employed in any occupation for a live- 
lihood shal! not be required to take such 
training unless he volunteers and is ac- 
cepted.”’ 

Military Training for All. 

From this it can be seen that every- 
body in the State, whether he be a 
schoolboy, collegian, or in the idle class, 
provided he comes within the age limit 
and is physically fit, will have to take 
a course in military training, unless he 
is exempted by the committee, which 
will have charge of the work. Provi- 
sion for field training of boys is made 
in the law in the following paragraph: 

‘‘Within the limit of appropriations the 
commission shall establish and maintain 
State military camps of instruction for 
the field training of boys who are physi- 
cally fit and above 16 years of age and 
not over 19 and who are accepted by 
the. commission.”

Credentials of Dental Students. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In view of the published reports in the local 
press concerning the falsification of entrance cred- 
its by the students of the various dental schools 
in St. Louis, a definite statement of fact may be of 
interest to the general public. 

All reputable dental colleges in the United States 
require that one who wishes to matriculate for un- 
conditional entrance must present evidence of pre- 
liminary education equivalent to that of a grad- 
vate of an accredited high school. This evidence 
may be presented to the entrance examiner, who 
is an appointee of the State Dental Board, and may 
be Ly presenting credentials issued by an accred- 
ited high school or school of equal rank or by pass- 
ing satisfactory examinations given by the en- 
trance examiner. 

The entrance requirements for dental schools in 
the State of Missouri are directly under the con- 
trol of the State Board of Dental Examiners. The 
State Entrance Examiner parses on all entrance 
credentials and holds examinations for entrance 
to the dental college in-compliance with the regu- 
lations of the State Board of Dental Examiners, 

During the past three years a great effort has 
been put forth by the State Entrance Examiner 
to standardise the entrance requirements and to 
raise them to the higher standards preparatory to 
entering other professions. In so doing, a more 
careful investigation of the institutions and 
sources of credits has been made. This has re-

Now 
the world outside of America has felt the 
forces of America, felt the forces of freedom, 
the forces of common aspiration, the forces 
that bring every man and every nation face 
to face with this question, “What are you go- 
ing to do with your power?” 

Are you going to translate it into force 
or are you going to translate it into peace 
and the satisfaction of society? Does it 
not interest you that America has run before 
the rest of the world'in making trial of this 
great human experiment and is it not the 
sign and dawn of a new age that one thing 
upon which the world is now about to fall 
back is the moral judgment of mankind. 


This is fruitful thought. The President is not 
thinking of peace at any cost to mankind—a 
makeshift peace with the germs of fresh wars in 
its soil—but peace founded upon justice, human- 
ity and a higher civilization than the world has 
yet known. The President has a vision of the 
war ending in a better understanding among 
struggling nations, a larger sense of brotherhood, 
a spirit of international co-operation. 

To help bring about a peace of this kind is a 
splendid ambition of enlightened statesmanship. 
It is worth all the sacrifices we have made for 
peace. No greater contribution to mankind could 
made by the democracy of America.

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SAFETY DEVICES OR LAWSUITS? 
Marie Moentmann and her former employers, 
the Fulton Bag and Burlap Co., are to be con- 
gratulated on the settlement for $21,000 cash of 
the suit brought by Miss Moentmann for the loss 
of her arms in a bag machine. No amount of 
money, of course, can compensate for the loss

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MAKING TWINS OF THE MISSISSIPPI. 
While Congress is discussing appropriations for 
flood control M. R. Jefferds, civil engineer, sug- 
gests a short cut to relief from all our water woes 
by providing the Mississippi with a new channel 
south from its junction with the Red River. : 
Near this junction the Atchafalaya River has 
its source. Through its course the Red River is 
supposed once to have flowed to the gulf and at 
flood times some of its waters still escape that 
way. Now cut off most of the year from the 
mighty currents that once swept its bed, it has 
become a river of marshes, bayous and shallow 
lakes. By turning it into the Atchafalaya, Mr. 
Jefferds points out that the Mississippi would be 
shortened nearly 200 miles and given a fall of 
about three-tenths of a foot a mile instead of one- 
tenth, all of which would be good for what is the 
matter with the Mississippi. The present channel 
via New Orleans would be maintained as a canal 
for navigation purposes, for which ample flowage 
would be available, and it is estimated that reduc- 
tion in stit and velocity of current would make 
possible a depth of 40 or 50 feet at the jetties. 
The engineer gives no estimate on the cost of 
his plan.

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ART IN ST. LOUIS. 

St. Louis commenced by giving prizes to the 
artists, to induce them to do better work and 
develop for us a national art. Now we are g0- 
ing to give prizes to the public, so that they 
will make the artists do better work. 

An award is to be given each year by the St. 
Louis Art League to the owner of the best new 
work of architecture in the city. 

A prize for the best floral decoration, to salen 

St. Louis attractive at a time when an unusual 
number of guests will be in the city, is another 
innovation in the local art world. 
' The latter idea, it is hinted, is not quite unan- 
imously approved. Some people consider it a 
little undignified for an art. organization repre- 
senting a great city to give a “window box prize.” 
It has been suggested that this “belittles art.” 
But with this and other enterprises the St. Louis 
Art League is broadening out the conception of 
art, as understood by the average citizen. 

Pictures and sculpture are what most people 
think of automatically, when the word “art” is 
used. And these things are so generally con- 
sidered to be luxuries, of a character different 
from useful luxuries like automobiles, that a great 
many citizens feel art is for the effete Hast, as 
far as they are concerned. 

Some people are even afraid of tt for fear 
they might catch a taste for art, and get tangled 
up in interests remote from practical life. But 
if the St. Louis Art League has its way, art is 
going to discard its detached and highbrow as- 
pect, and reach out into every day affairs. 

It will lie in ambush for the practical busi- 
ness man, in the most unexpected places, and 


grow where only one grew before. 

Perhaps the vacant lot will be made an or- 
nament, instead of an eyesore, to the city. Per- 
haps unused, unkept, uninviting property will 
stop sticking out like a sore thumb, more atten- 
tion will be paid to making the views along our 
streets enjoyable, and the city will at least rise 
to what our German cousins call “Reklame- 
kunst,” which means “advertising art.” 

A very important and very modern idea lies 
back*of this newest art prize. It is that art 
should be developed along lines that make it 
worth while to the greatest number of people. 

Perhaps St. Louis will be a famously beauti- 
ful city, like Paris. After all, why not? 
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COMMISSION-TAKING. 

Col, J. Wesley Allison says that everybody's 
doing it: “Everybody in the United States ac- 
cepts commissions. No Government iu the world 
can expect to buy munitions in the United States 
without paying commissions to somebody.” 

We Yankees seem to be a comimssion-taking 
race. We are not in business for our health, and 
we have never regarded business as pure altru- 
ism. Does the fact that nations are at war en- 
title them to our solicitude and special consid- 
eration in a purely business way? 

Commissions are an ancient and respectable 
form of profits which were not invented by us 
Yankees, and except when collected froin both 
ends at the same time, or secretly, or contrary 
to agreement, they probably will continue to be 
looked upon as desirable and not illegitimate per 
se, following the universal custom of mankind. 
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BELATED AMENDS FOR A BLUNDER. 
Nearly 22 months after wise statesmanship 
foresaw its necessity and nearly 16 months after 
the latest date on which it should have become 
law in the ordinary course of tedious legislative 
preliminaries, the House has repassed in modi- 
fied form the bill for Government purchase and 
operation of ocean-going ships. 

The full extent to which it will prove useful 
depends in large degree on the further continu- 
ance of the war. The opportunity it might have 
had for providing service during many months 
of urgent need is passing. Outside of the interned 
ships of belligerents, vessel property is now un- 
precedentedly high and almost unobtainable. 
The subsidy obstructionists who sacrificed 
public interests for the benefit of private 
interests by preventing the early enactment 
of the bill will) have much to answer for in 
a future retrospect of the progress of this event- 
ful time. 

But unreasoning opposition in the Senate 
should be satisfied with the losses it has already 
inflicted. There can be no doubt of the bill's 
promise of relief under present circumstances 
and in certain possible contingencies it may have 
a value which cannot now be foreseen. Its 
prompt enactment is a measure of preparedness 
against commercial stress that might weigh 
heavily on American productive industries. 
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FEMALE ‘‘PRACTICAL POLITIGS.’’ 
That mixture of wizardry and common sense 
which we know as “practical politics” has hereto- 
fore been thought to belong to men only. The 
Equal Suffragists have not been guilty of much 
of it. It is apart from feminine tact and finesse, 
and sometimes includes an unbecoming skulldug- 
gery.

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Promoters Jeopardize Boxing Game 
by Re-engaging Fighters Who “Stall”

HE Post-Dispatch has offered warm 
support to boxins exhibitions and 
will continue to so long as the sport is 
kept clean and above reproach, but it 
will not lend its support to boxers who 
are disqualified for deliberate fouling, 
violation of the rules, indifferent action 
in the ring, ‘“‘stalling,’’ ‘“‘faking,’’ or who 
are participants fm bouts that are de- 


clared “‘no contest.’’ 

Boxing is a good sport when properly 
regulated, and to this end promoters, 
boxers and ring officials must be held 
responsible. Promoters who offer 
matches to men who have sullied the 
sport are not giving their patrons a 
square deal and must reap the result of 
their unwise methods. Boxers who fail 
to live up to their agreements and de- 
liberately violate the rules and regula- 
tions should be barred. Referees who 
are indifferent to their duty and fail to 
maintain proper order by a strict observ- 
ance of the rules should be removed. 


Some Bad Bouts. 


There are local regulations which must be 
observed, and a failure to keep faith with 
the trons of boxing, the Police Depart- 
aut’ ake city ard State adminietrations 
must inevitably result in a setback that will 
bring discredit to the sport. 

There is no disposition to deprive boxers of 
their vocation, but when they refuse to abide 
by the rules and regulations that are neces- 
sc to the life of the sport here, they 
should go elsewhere. If all bouts were like 
those engaged in here by Milburn Saylor and 
Jo Genail, Jack Dillon and George (Knock- 
out) Brown, Jimmy Foley and Paddy Kelly, 
“Sailor” Jerabek and Freddy Coyne, Matty 
Smith and Johnny King, the game would not 
survive more than two months. Such bouts 
cast a reflection that offers just grounds for 

criticism

gross violation of the rules, show a contempt 
for officials who are endeavoring to main-

Referees who are ignored in their rulings 
and are not supported by promoters cannot 
be expected to exercise proper control over 
the boxers when they come in the ring and 
if one or several boxers are encouraged in 
their defiance of the official’s rulings there 
is no good reason to suppose that other box- 
ers, if so inclined; vi'l not take advan- 
tage of his weakness. And when that time 
comes, boxing will once more be laid on the 
shelf.

Trading Is Broad and 
Active.

Bureau of the Post- Dispatch, 

NEW YORK, May 22.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review 
today, Says: 

“The activity and strength in the 
railway shares, which began last weex, 
continued today, though possibly with 
rather more of the earmarks of purely 
professional leadership. As has pre- 
viously been the cage, Reading shares 
led the movement, and once more the 
rapid rise in that stock was based on 
the Stock Exchange on rumors of dis- 
tribution of asgets, which were support- 
ed by no authgntic news whatever. 

“There are possibilities of the sort in 
Reading finances, as there have been 
during several past years. The principal 
elements of doubt have been. first, the 
fact that lawsuits affecting such finance 
plans have been and are still pending; 
second, the natural query, always sug- 
gested in such discussions, whether the 
sum of all the parts, even ‘if segregated, 
can be intrinsically more\valuable than 
the whole. 

“When the Government is about to 
break a holding company into its com- 
ponent parts, Wall street firmly believes 
that nothing but ruin is ahead for all 
of them. When private financial imter- 
ests contemplate the same experiment, 
or are reported to be contemplating it, 
the whole property is assumed to be 
vastly more valuable because of it. But, 
then, Wall street has an’ imagination 
which is excéllently under control. 

War Shares Are Irregular. 

“Aside from the advance in the 
railway shares—for which the rea- 
sons are on the while quite inde- 
pendent of any deals or distributions 
——-the movement of prices comprised 
a few recurrent advances in certain 
war industrials. This occurred en- 
tirely under the auspices of specula- 
tive traders; it was based on re- 
ports of some new orders for war 
material, which were doubtless cor- 
rectly reported. With all the move- 
ment for self-sustained roduction 
of war material by the allies, it is 
hardly to be supposed that purchases 
from America will be altogether 
abandoned. 

“There was little other news. The 
wheat market's rather sharp decline 
occurred in the face of crop reports 
from Kansas and {sewhere whicn 
reduced the previo estimates of 
yield. 

The Bank Statement. 

“The Bank statement of Saturday 
called attention rather sharply to the 
changing position of New York bank 
reserves since the year began. A de- 
crease of nearly $10,000,000 for the week 
in actual cash holdings, despite the gold 
importations and a shrinkage of $12,000,- 
000 in surplus reserves, brought that 
surplus to a figure $124,000,000 below that 
of Jan. 22, the highest of the present 
year. Since that same date the cash 
reserve of the New York banks has de- 
creased $108,000,000, although of this de- 
crease $103,000,000 occurred in reserves 
held in the banks’ own vaults, $88,700,- 
000 of it being gold. This is so striking 
a change (the surplus now being $76,- 
700,000, as against $180,900 in January and 
$224,000,000 last September) that it brings 
up the question, what has caused it and 
just what it means. 

“The fact of $103;,000,000 loss in actual 
cash holdings during the four past 
months shows that the loan expansion 
of the period (which has been consid- 
erable) was not the primary cause. It 
is not explained by payments to the 
New York Federal Reserve Bank: for 
that bank institution now holds actually 
less cash than in January. Gold ex- 
ports do not explain it, because. on May 
1 the amount of gold circulating in this 
country, by the Government’s monthly 
report, was only $10,000,000 less than on 
Feb. 1, and the present month's gold ex- 
ports have made good the difference.”
